The improvement comprises a holding body actuator disposed 
between a holding body holder and a holding body that moves the holding body in 
relation to the holding body holder so that it causes the holder actuator to move a 
capillary on the holding body upward when the capillary and the upper surface of a 
carrying table are brought positionally close to each other.
